Dear Colonel Eaton: Personal 

Your letter of May 22nd in regard to the proposal 
to merge the Margaret Eaton School with the Course in Physical 
and Health Education of the University of Toronto was duly laid 
before the Board of Governors at its last meeting. The Board 
is appreciative of your willingness to permit such amalgamation 
and to grant the day-time use of the present school premises and 
facilities at a rental of $1.00 a year and on the same basis in 
regard to operating expenses as now obtains in relation to the 
Margaret Eaton School. These details are all set forth in your 
letter. These conditions the Board of Governors gladly accepts. 
It is also understood that the Margaret Eaton name shall be 
associated with this University Department for at least such a 
period as will enable the present school of students to graduate 
under that name. 

The Board also thanks you for your generosity in 
agreeing with Miss Somers to devote the present cash surplus, I 
think about $10,000., to the establishment of a library in con- 
nection with the University Course in Physical and Health Education. 
This library will be a memorial to Mrs. Eaton. The Board further 
gratefully accepts the two Margaret Eaton scholarships which the

President H. J. Cody announces that the University of 
Toronto has made arrangements with the Margaret Eaton School 
whereby the School sfe tlfr be merged with the Department of Physical 
and Health Education of the University which was established by the 
University in 1940. 

The Margaret Eaton School, named after the late Mrs, Timothy 
Eaton, received its charter in 1906 as The Margaret Eaton School of 
Literature and Expression. The courses of study offered by the school 
were altered to meet changing conditions and in 1926 the name was 
changed to The Margaret Eaton School. Since then the school has 
built up a laudable reputation for its courses of study in the fields 
of Health, Physical Education and Recreation. Each year since 1926 
it has granted its diploma to many women capably trained in the courses 
of study offered by the school, and many leading women Physical Direct- 
ors and Instructors are numbered amongst the alumnae of the school. 

Miss Florence A. Somers, the Director of the school since 
1934, and several other members of its staff have been appointed to 
positions in the University in the Department of Physical and Health 
Education. Their valuable services will, therefore, be available for 
women students in this course and also for those in other Faculties 
and Colleges who are required to take Physical Education. 

The facilities at present used by The Margaret Eaton School 
at the corner of Yonge and McGill Streets, Toronto, including a 
well equipped gymnasium, swimming pool, dancing studio, lecture and 
social rooms, will be available to the Department of Physical and 
Health Education of the University. As the University has greatly 
needed increased facilities for physical activities for women, these 
additional facilities will help to a considerable degree in overcom- 
ing this deficiency until a new Women 1 s Athletic Building becomes 
available in the future. 

Students at present in attendance at the Margaret Eaton School 
will complete their course in conjunction with the Department of 
Physical and Health Education of The University and will receive 
their Margaret Eaton School Diploma.
